SATURDAY, MAY 2ND. 

Dre Benes, soreign Minister of Czechoslovakia, defined the scope 
of the new entente between Czechoslovakia and Poland. Tnis includes 
opposition on the part of both to any attempted union of Austria and 
Germany. 

The Comte de Broqueville informed King Albert that he had been 
unable to form a Ministry. 

An agreement providing for the anplication of most-favoured-~ 
nation treatinent between Finland and the United States was arranged. 
It covers customs dues and other commercial matters, and the provision 
come into force on May 17th. 

The Rifi raids into French Morocco, headed by Abdel Krim, assumec 
alarming proportions, and Addel Krim is virtually at war with France. 
The situation, though serious, is said to be well in hand. 





MONDAY, MAY 4TH. 

As a result of the French municipal elections, the Communists 
received a set-back, and the Cartel des Gauches were slightly re- 
inforced. 

The Conference on the Control of the International Traffic in 
Arms was onened by a former Belgian Prime Minister, lie Carton de 
Wiart, who was appointed by the Council of the League of Nations to 
preside. 

‘Apant from his campaign against the French, Abdel Krim appears 
to have an extensive plan of campaign in view against the Snaniards in 
Morocco. His concentration of troops at Sheshuan is equally threat- 
ening to Wezzan, Laraiche and Tetuan: it is not known which of these 
is destined for an attack. 





TUESDAY, MAY 5TH. 

The debate in the Reichstag on the German budget revealed an 
admiration for Mr. Churchill's finance on the part of German Socialists, 
who point out his methods as a model to the Finance Minister, Herr von 
Schlieben. 

Belgium is still without a Prime Minister. The king received 
M. Van de Vyvere, one of the leaders of the Flemish Right, who previouc.. 
ly declined the task of forming a Ministry in favour of the Comte de 
Broqueville. 

Prench forces in Morocco fought successful actions with the Rifi,., 
who had invaded the region north of Fez. Several isolated French 
posts have been relieved. 

The Peruvian Government complained of intimidation of Peruvians 
by Chileans in order to prevent their taking part in the plebiscite 
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TUSSDAY._ SAY of 
~~ weeemmended by the award of President Coolidse in the 
Tacna-Arica disputes. 


“EDNESDAY, MAY 6TH. 

The Frencn reply to the German proposals for a security vact is 
still being drafted at the Quai d'Orsay. It is improbable tnat any 
special stivulations will be put forward with regard to the frontiers 
of Poland and Czechoslovakia. 

Tne speech of lir. Noug.iton, United States’ Ambassador in London, 
at the Pilgrims' dinner tn London on the 4th, created a deep impressio* 
in Germany, where it was accepted as a direct message to that country. 
It is considered that the best possible answer to Mr. Houghton's 
speech would be the security pact (the text of which has never yet 
been published). 

Fierce fighting is reported between the French forces and the 
Rifi near the Spanish zons frontier. The Rifi wdre defeated with 500 

‘killed. 





THURSDAY, MAY 77H. 

The Allied Note containing the conditions of disarmament which 
Germany will be called upon to fulfill before Cologne is evacuated is 
not yet complete. The three main documents which have eppeared with 
regard to German disarmament are:- 1) The original Report of the 
Allied Commission of Control in Germany. 2) The first commentary 
thereon, drawn up by the Foch Committee. 3) The Second Report of the 
Foch Committee. 

The General Council of the Trades Union Congress which met in 
London recently to confer on ways and means of achieving international 
Trades Union unity,issued publications showing that the British Gener:' 
Council have undertaken to call an international conference, which ti 
Russian Unions would attend, if the Bureau of the Amsterdam Internaiic .-. 
al declines to do so. The resolution of the last Congress of the 
Amsterdam International, which authorized no more than the continuance 
of consultations with a view to securing the inclusion of the Russie: 
Unions in the Amsterdem International "through the necessary acceptanec 
of the federation's rules and conditions" is thus set aside. 

Trotsky returned to Moscow after an absence of four months. 

The total number of people arrested in Bulgaria in connection wit): 
communist outbreaks amounts to 3,000, of whom 700 were in Sofia. 

Documents ratifying the Convention between Poland and Soviet 
Russia, signed at Wersaw on April 24th, 1924, for the regulation of 
direct communication between the two countries, were formally exchange: 
in Warsaw. .- 


FRIDAY, MAY 8TH. 

The program of the Little Entente was outlined by M. Duca, Rov- 
manian Foreign Minister, at the opening of the Little Entente Conierciics 
at Bucharest. The scope of the Conference includes an examination o. 
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FRIDAY, MAY 1ST. 
the Hungarian situation and a general exciliange of views en the Geneva 
Protocol, the guarrantee pact, Bulgaria, disarmament, etc. 

It is unlikely that the French Gevernment will consent to the 
evacuation of Cologne until the problem of its demilitarization 
after evacuation has taken place, is definitely settled. 

The numver of Rifis invading the French zone in Morocco were 
reinforced, and sharp fighting took place. Tribesmen are collecting 
round Tetuan and Sheshuan. 

King Albert received M. Vandevyvere, Flemish Catholic Deputy, and 
invited him to undertake the task of forming a Ministry. Me Vandevye 
agreed to do so. 

The Financial Control Comaission of the League of Nations cone 
cluded its yearly session at Geneva: the draft budget for 1926 
amounts to £901,500, about £4,800 less than for the present year. 

Sir Malcolm Stevenson, K.C.M.G., was appointed Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief of Cyprus, which was proclaimed a colony on May ls:

The final results of the second ballot in the French municipal 
elections show that the Cartel des Gauches has further improved its 
position. 

The Littie Entente States (Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and Rumani: 
at their Conference in Bucharest, adopt a conservative attitude 
with regard to Austria, Bulgaria and Hungary, and insist on treaty 
rights as against emergency increases in militia, etc. 

Me. Vandevyvere continued his efforts to form an administrative 
Cabinet from which all party politics should be excluded.

Me Caillaux made a statement on the Budget before the Finance Com 


ittee of the French Chamber. Though it had been hoped that this 
year the Budget might be balanced, M. Caillaux pointed out that the 
gross deficit on the Budget as it stands amounts to nearly four 
milliards of francs. How M. Caillaux proposes to raise this sum 
by additional revenue has not yet been disclosed. 

FieldeMarshal von Hindenburg took the oath in the Reichstag as 
President of the German Republic, to preserve the constitution and 
laws of the country. 
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The Little Entente Conference ended. 
Death of General Mangin, creator of the French colonial arny, 
end defender of Fort Douaumont. 
The Congress of representatives of the whole of the Union of 
Soviet Republics was opened in the Grand Theatre in Moscow. Trotsky 
was greeted with enthusiasn. 


WEDNESDAY, MAY 15TH. 


Me Cailluax's financial statement was received with disappoint- 
ment in France, owing to his having no original remedies to sugecest 
in a critical situation. His plans for raising additional revenue 
resemble those of his predecessor in office, Me Clémentel. 

The Prench Covernment's memorandum in reply to the German 
proposals for a security pact, having been approved by the Cabinet, 
was forwarded to London to be communicated to the British Government. 
The renly is in general terms. 

After a crisis lasting 38 days, Me Vandevyvere succeeded in 
forming a Belgian Cabinet. Its fate depends on whether the 22 membe: 
of the Liberal Left decide to support it.

THURSDAY, MAY 14TH. 
Owing to the necessity of harmonizing some divergences in the 


French and British drafts of the Note on disarmament to be presented 
to Germany, the meeting of the Conference of Ambassadors to determine 
the final text was deferred. 

French troops commenced extensive operations in Morocco against 
the Rifi, in which the height of Biban was taken. Abdel Krim's plans 
are still uncertain, but his campaign is expected to be mainly directed 
against the French. 

The General Comaission of the League Conference for the control 
of the international trade in arms discussed Article 5 of the Draft 
Convention, dealing with the supervision of transit. 

During the first eight months of the operation of the Dawes Plan, 
the total payments made to Great Britain amount to approximately 
£7,407 ,500. 

The Permanent Court of International Justice will hold a public 
sitting on Saturday, May 16th, at 11 aeme for the delivery of its 
opinion on the questions put té6 it by the Council of the League of 
Nations in regard to the Polish Postal Service in the port of Danzig. 


FRIDAY, MAY 157TH. 


French troops in liorocco continued operations against the Rifi, 
and some stiff fighting took place. 

The General Commnission of the Conference for the Control of the 
international trade in arms continued the discussion of Article 5 
of the Draft Convention dealing with the transit problem. 

With the opening of the Russian Consulate at Alexandrovsk, the 
transfer of Saghalien to Russia, in accordance with the provisions of 
the Soviet-Japanese Treaty was completed. 
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II. SPECIAL TOPICS. 





1. Mre Houghton and Security. 


Mre Alansen B. Houghton, in his first public utterance made at 
the Pilgrim Banquet on May lith, conveyed to the Old World, in no 
uncertain terms, the exact conditions upon which she may expect the 
assistance of the New World. In effect, his message was that so 
frequently emphasised by American spokesmen, official and otherwise, 
namely, that until Europe shows definite proof of her general desire 
for neace, she can obtain neither help, nor sympathy, from America. 

But Mr. Houghton has gone further than his predecessors. Ke 
has said that if the building of a peace "based upon the asswnaption of 
good faith by all who participate in it" can once be honestly begun, 
then America will help "to her generous utmost". It is necessary 
first, however, for ner to be assured that the time for "peaceful 
up-buildins" has come. 

This declaration of policy, which, it is believed, has the approval 
of both President Coolidge and his Secretary of State, comes at a 
most opportune moment, and is addressed not to one country specifically, 
but to all. It cannot but be well received, when the countries of 
the world, America amongst them, are assembled at Geneva for the 
Control of Traffic in Arms, when the representatives of the Little 
Entente are in session at Bucharest, and when the Franco-German 
security negotiations are in process of renewal. 

In this connection, the fact that M. Briand's draft note, which 
the Conference of Ambassadors will discuss on May 19th, does not insist 
on Germany's entry into the League of Nations as an essential prelimin;: 
ary to the discussion of a security pact, is encouraging evidence that 
the somewhat obstructive policy hitherto pursued by France may wuncorgo 
modification. 


2. The Little Entente. 


The Little Entente, which has just concluded its sixth conference 
at Bukarest, remains the most interesting development in post-war 
political alignment. The work of one man, Dr. Edward Benes, fomerly 
Prmier and now Foreign Minister of Czecho-Slovakia, the Little Entente 
was formed by a series of treaties betreen Czecho-Slovakia, Rumanie 
and the Serb-Croat-Slovene State during the years 1920-1922. Its < 
primary objects were the maintenance of the status quo created by the 
Treaties of St. Germain and Trianon, and concerted opposition to the 
return of the Hapsburgs to the thrones of Austria or Hungarye Bus 
from being made an alliance of three states, bound together, as lr. 
Kipling has aptly expressed it, by ties of common funk, the Little 
Entente has become a definite frctor for peace in Eastern and Southe 
Eastern Eurone, and its international importance has Leen recentiy 
enhanced ty the afreemente srrived at by its component states with 
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the Polono-Rumanian understanding, and the Yugo-Slav-Greek 
rapprochement). It is, however, impossible to ignore the fact 

that the necessity for a common policy of action for the three 
states in question is strongly emphasised by the possibility of 

an Austro-German union on the one hand and a Bolshevist-Balkan 
upheaval on the other. 

The subjects discussed at the recent conference included the 
question of Austria's potential union with Germany, the Bolshevist 
menace in Bulgaria (in which connection Dr. Benes expressed the 
opinion that Bolshevisin was definitely on the wane), and the propose: 
attitude of the Little Entente towards the Geneva Protocol at the 
Sixth Assembly of the Leazue in Sevtember. Comolete accord is 
reported with regard to tais last, and it is to be inferred that a 
policy of supnyort will be adopted. 

The next conference will take place in Belgrade at the end of 
the year. 


III, IVTERNATIOWNAL WOTES &@ NEWS. 





During the first eight months of the operation of the Dawes 
Plan, the receipts total 640,010,066 gold marks (£32,000,000). 
Of this, Great Britain received 148,150,000 gold marks (£7,407,500). 


The World Federation of Educational Associations, which was 
founded in 1923 at San Francisco, will hold its biennial meeting 
in Edinburgh from July 20 - 28th. The Federation seeks to develop 
a pure form of patriotism based upon love of country rather than 
hatred of others, and to acquaint youth with the desirable traits 
of neighbouring nationalities. It is nonepoliticeal and non- 
propogandist, except that it advocates the settelement of inter- 
national disputes by arbitration and international courts of justice 
rather than by armed conflict. 

At the Edinburgh conference, the winning plan of the ¥ 25,000 
award offered by Mr. Raphacl Herman for the best educational scheme 
for producing world amity, will be submitted for cpproval. 


The Annual Congress of the World Student Christian Federation 
will this year take place at Geneva (August 4th - 12th). The 


main tonics of discussion will be as follows:- 
a) Matcrial relief and selif-nelp problem of students. 
b) The Idcal University ani internationalism. 
c) Spitituel basis essenticl for successful internation. 
understanding and co-operation. 


An Internetional Congress on Child Welfare has been orgernized 
by the "Save the Children" International Union, and will take 
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Place on August 24th - 28th at Geneva. 
he principal items of the azenda include:- 
a) Hygiend and medicine. 
b) Social welfare and administration. 
c) Education and propoganda. 


The lectures given in connection with the Watson Chair of 
American History, established in November, 1919, are this year to 
be delivered by Sir Robert Alexander Yalconer, K.eC.oM.G., President 
of the University of Toronto. The general subject is "The United 
States as a Neighbour". The inaugural lecture was at the Mansion 
House, May 12th, with the Lord Mayor in the chair, and a further 
lecture was given at the University of Oxford on ifay 14th on "The 

Influence on the Snirit of Canadian Nationalism". The 

other lectures in the course are as follows:- 

1) At the University of Cambridge, May 18th, at 5 pem. 
"The Determination of Doundaries." 

2) At the University of Manchester, May 2lst, at 5.30 peri.,

A group composed of Englishmen and Rumanians interested in 
literature and art have founded in Buckarest an Anglo-Rumanian 
Society, with the object of strengthening the friendship between 
the two countries. 


The League of Red Cross Societies has organized an international 
competition for a poster design to illustrate and advertise the 
work of the Red Cross in time of peace.

IV. LU AGUE OF NATICHS HOTES. 





Certain grave difficulties have already presented themselves 
at the Arms Traffic Conference. The first is that the small 
States which have not at present arms factories co:mlain that, 
under tre proposed systen of licences for the importation of ars, 
the whole world vould know every time they bought a pistol or a 
cartridge, whereas the states which own munition factories can 
arm in secrete The result would be to comnel the small States to 
build their own factories, thus spoiling the whole idea of the 
limitation in arms. The second is the difficulty of defining 
exactly what is meant by a backward area into which arms shall not 
be exported. It was proposed to include under this heading China, 
Persia and Abyssinia. These three countries object that as they 
are members of the League, they cannot be considered backward. 

But it is obvious that China, for instance, is in a very vackward 
condition, particularly so far as civil wars are concerned. ihe 
third objection is, that under the draft Convention, States could 
only exnort arms to Governmuents recognised by the exporting State. 
This would mean that Great Britain could export arms to Russia, 
whereas America could note It is suggested that before arms can 
be exported to any Governnent, it must be recognised by a certain 
nunber of other States and not by the exporter alone. Tue British 
have introduced and carried an amendment excluding battleshins, aero- 
planes and submarines from the working of the Convention. There 
does not seem to be much harm in excluding the first and the third, 
as backward nations are not likely to be able to work a submarine, 
but it has been proved that aeroplanes have been extensively used 
in Morocco and China, and it is a great pity that they should have 
been excluded from the operation of the Conventione 

The draft Convention lays it down that the Convention would 
not come into force until ratified by Russia. This is to be 
altered by a British amendment, tne Japanese making the reservation 
that they do not guarantee to ratify if Russia does not ratify. 

The Americnndelegation has announced that it is prepared 
to sign a Convention by which the manufacturing States would have 
to give full publicity to the munitions manufactured for themselves. 
This would be a great sten forward. It resains to be seein how the 
other countries will regard it.

Professor Borel, anpointed by the League of Nations as arbit- 
rator for the anportionnent of the Ottoman Debt among the Successic» 
States of the former Turkish Empire, has now notified the Governnen.. 
concerned of his decisions. Among these are:- 

(1) The rejection of the Turkish claim that the yield of 
the sales of the late Sultan Abdul Hamid's estate should 
not be included when computing Turkey's debt quota, 
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(2) The rejection of the claim of Iraq and Palestine that 
the receipts of the Hedjaz railway should not be regarded as 
Ottoman revenues for the States which that railway traverses. 

(3) The reduction of the original quota assigned to 
Transjordania. 
No decision as to the currency in which the Debt shall be paid 
has been taken. 


Ve BOOK REVIEWS. 


“What the League of Nations Is." by H. Wilson Harris, George 
Alien & Unwin, tose. 2/6. 


Mr. Wilson Harris has given us at last a succint and essentially 
readable description of the history, aims and work of the League of 
Nations. We have long needed this, for as yet the publications 
on this subject (and there are many) have usually been written by 
experts for experts, or by intelligent ladies for young children. 

Mr. Harris's book supplies a long-felt want; the more so since the 
British public is at last awakening to the importance of the 
responsibilities and obligations incurred by this country under the 
Covenant of the League Tuis book is written for the man in the 
street who wants to know what the League does with the £100,000 
subscribed by Great Britain to its funds. We do not think that, 
after a perusal of Mr. Harris's book he will consider it money ill- 
spent.
